A veteran Liberal of the oldtime fights in Ching- 
uaoousy, passed peacefully away after a lengthy illness 
on Monday in the decease of Mr. Joshua Modeland, which 
took plaoe at his home on Church St. West. Deoeased had 
been confined to the house for some months and a general 
break down of the system ended in death. 

Mi. Modelrnd was a native born son of Chinguaoousy 
township and first saw the light of day on the old home- / 
stead near Mayfield, now owned by Wm. Grey. His father.i#^ 
who was a prosperous farmer, was one of the immigrant 
pioneers of the oounty who came from England. 

Mr. Modeland as a young man was a great plowman and 
a popular, lively young farmer noted for his prize-winning 
pigs. He got into municipal politios and for five years 
served in Council of Chinguacousy. He was one of the 
ablest lieutenants of the late Mr. Kenneth Chisholm in the 
township and a great admirer of that gentleman, and there 
was no political work that was too hard for him to do for 
that wonderfully popular politician.
